L T H O U G H 
forewarned 
by the recent uprising in 
Clinton Prison at Dan­ 
nemora, the 'prison at Auburn, 
N. Y„ was under light guard, 
as usual on Sunday, July 28th, 
and unprepared 
when 
1,700 
c o n v i c t s broke loose and 
turned the yard into a sham­ 
bles with fire and bullets, at a 
xost of two lives, seventeen 
wounded and $500,000 damage. 
Two convicts, one of whom at 
least, was an innocent victim of 
the outbreak, are dead; one guard 
is likely to die and four convicts 
were slightly wounded either by 
fellow 
convicts 
or 
guards 
and 
elate troopers are being cared for 
In the prison hospital. 
Perhaps the most dramatic Inci­ 
dent In the riot occurred 
when 
Milton J. 
Ryther, keeper of the 
gate, saw a number of prisoners 
coming toward him after they had 
thrown acid in Guard 
Osborne’s 
face and taken from him the key 
to the arsenal. 
After rushing the 
arsenal and cleaning It out, they 
made a dash for the main gate. 
Ryther, thinking very quickly, h as­ 
tily locked the gat© and threw the 
key over the wall into the street. 
Four of the convicts forced the 
guard up on the wall and held him 
in front of them as a shield while
